Dear Resident, 


It has been said that the Bar Hill Residents' Associ#tiion 
is dying. 


I do not believe that this should be so, for the 
Association can - and must, with your support - play an 
iupertant part in the development of our Village. 


There is, perhaps, a belief that the Association's roles 


will be taken over by the Parish Council and the Village “vist, 
but this is far from the truth. The functions of these “ilies 
are clearly set out by our Secretary elsewhere in this Newsiotter. 


The Bar Hill Residents' Association is the only boéy rvn cy 
and for the residents which can properly concern itself with 
many of the problems of the Village. 

The confusion may have arisen from the stated object of the 
Association - "to promote the interests of the Village pending 
formation of the Village Trust". When this was written, the 
future was surely not clear. The object should be amended - 
"to promote the interests of the Village and its residents where 
such interests are not properly the province of other bodies". 


This, I believe, is how we should see the future of the 
Association, but it can succeed only with your help. 


The Committee - elected to represent the various parts of 
the Village - welcomes your grumbles, praises and suggestions. 
The important thing is that there should be some feedback fron 
residents. The names and addresses of the Committee are printed 
at the back of this Newsletter. 


If you have a problem concerned with the Village, come ean 
tell one of us about it. If we can help, we will do so, end 
let you know what we are doing. If the problem is outsiao cour 
province, we will suggest who should tackle it. 


As Chairman of your Committee I mean to see that the 
Association takes its proper place in the development of the 
Village, with the help of those whom it is designed to serve 
- the residents.

THE PARISH COUNCIL'S AND THE ASSOCIATION'S power: wed 
aims seem to be confused in some members’ minds. The Pari.g 
Council will be concerned with. statutory powers on such toa ngs as 
Allotments, Baths, Burial grounds, 'bus shelters, public ciocks, 


Community centres, ponds and ditches, footpaths, public lishtizce, 
cycle and motor cycle parking places, Rights of way, Mortvscies, 
Public nuisances (offensive ditches), Payments to the P.M... for 
losses sustained in providing additional post or telegrer: 
facilities, Public buildings and Village halls, Recreation #.ckwunds, 


Public walks and open spaces, playing fields and boating Poors 
war memorials, and the power to utilise well, spring, or stvresn, 
and to provide facilities for obtaining water therefron. ee ar 
they have no direct power to do, they can ask the Rural Tistvict 
or County Council to do. 


This is a long list and if you want to be sure of the Covncil's 
exact powers and duties, you should read it up in a book on Local 
Government Law. It is true to say that the Parish Counc? wiil 
not generally be concerned with private property unless a rviisance 
arises or unless there is a breach of local bye-laws or of a 
statutory requirement. 


We must all remember that most of the land in the paris? 
Bar Hill will be in private ownership. It will be owned by i 
Trust - although many leaseholders will buy their freeholds. 
footpaths and amenity areas, the Village park, Village green, 
shopping centre and the like will remain private property aoc 
outside the province of the Parish Council. 


You, as residents, will be represented on the Trust whon 1% 
is formed, as will the Developers, the County and District 
Councils, and other bodies: but it is unlikely to be a form sf 
self government for residents of the Village, and your individual 
relationship with it will be the same as that you now have with 
the Developers in terms of amenity areas and the like. 
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It is not hard to see, therefore, that some channel of 
commun: cation with, and possibly between, the Parish Counciit an4 
the Trust will be needed when both are formed: the Association 
will be more than ever necessary, to try both to obtair wh.i ++ 
went, and to try to avoid getting what we do not want. 


Much of what you enjoy now has been secured by the Association 
and there is much yet to be done as the Village grows. 


IN SUMMARY , the Parish Council cannot and will not takeover 
every problem, it may even cause more problems - a third body iis 
required as a voice to both, and at 10/Od. per year per household, 
the Residents' Association is a bargain.
